those who are entrusted with enforcing this law, and insist | 


that they should be left alone to run their own business as 
they please. 

Let us remember, first of all, that for a number of gen- 
erations the owners of the various industries have had ample 
opportunity to demonstrate how well they could manage 
them. They have made a miserable mess of their trust. |n- 
stead of keeping the wheels of industry moving normally 
they have slowed them down or stopped them entirely with 
the result that depression is everywhere. Approximately one- 
fourth of the population has been out of work during the 
present year and although there has been some improvement 
of late the number still unemployed is so great that it is both 
pitiful and disturbing. 

As long as government did nothing neither did the cap- 
tains of industry. When the government did wake up and 
under the prodding of our President finally did pass the Na- 
tional Recovery Act these same rulers of industries began 
to squirm and resent what most of them termed interference 
with their business. 

This attitude on the part of such owners of industry as 
do not want to be interfered with in what they are doing 
calls for some extra-plain speaking. Our country has been 
largely dominated by this type so long that most of them 
have settled down to an attitude of mind that they, by virtue 
of their ownership of great wealth, seem to imagine they are 
specially entitled or divinely commissioned, together with 
others like themselves, to determine how these industries are 
to be managed. 

It never seems to occur to most of these controllers of 
wealth that their present grip on affairs not only may end 
but most certainly will end unless they can provide the peo- 
ple who inhabit this country with an opportunity to earn a 
decent living. If men who are able and willing to work can- 
not be assured of enough steady employment at sufficient re- 
turns to live in comfort and decency then our entire indus- 
trial structure is a demonstrated failure and should be re- 


placed by some other plan, which comes closer to meeting 


the needs of our day.

through the administration of the NRA permit codes of fair | 
dealing to be established under which not only fair prices to | 
the public may be determined but under which all employers 
will meet representatives of Organized Labor to reach under- 
standings in regard to what are fair and equitable relations 
with all their employes. 

Whether industries are to be managed by the owners, the 
government or collectively owned co-operatives will eventu- 
ally be determined by which method can most effectively 
end unemployment. As things now stand the NRA is the 
only way out of our present difficulties, which is established 
and in working order. There may be better ways but they 
are not here yet, hence let us use what we have just as we 
used wagons till we got automobiles. If certain employers 
object to having former prerogatives interfered with by the 
government let them object all they please but don’t let 
that prevent going ahead with the NRA to its logical con- 
clusion, which is to eliminate unemployment. 

If our captains of industry with the help and co-operation 
of our government either cannot or will not make the sac- 
rifices necessary to end unemployment within the next few 
months so far as the United States are concerned then it will 
probably become necessary to work out an entirely different 
plan of management, because the interests of the whole peo- 
ple transcend those of any individual, no matter how im- 
portant he may imagine himself to be. From now on the 
doctrine of the “greatest of the greatest number’ should 
overshadow all other doctrines. n=

The unions recently protested to 
NRA Administrator Hugh 8S. John- 
son and were assured by him that 
he would not approve the code until 
they were, at least, given a _ fur- 
ther hearing. 

Johnson is now away from Wash- 
ington and the Construction League 
evidently thought the time was op- 
portune to try to force their code 
through. 


School Economies Going 
Too Far, Ickes Declares 


Washington, D, C.— Economies in 
| schools are going too far, Secretary 
of the Interior Harold I. Ickes 
warned in a radio address broadcast 
from Washington. ‘Our schools 
ought to be the last to feel the 
pinch of economy,” he said, adding 
that some persons are taking ad- 
| vantage of the ‘‘economic strain” 
to strike at the future of education.

The sales tax is levied on the 
price of the articles purchased—food, 
clothing, drugs, and all things which 
go up to make a living. 

The inequity of Mr. Hearsts po- 
sition is clearly shown by the Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee’s investigation of the financial 
affairs of Albert H. Wiggin and his 
three family corporations for the five 
year period 1928-1933. 

Mr. Wiggin frankly admitted that 
he had resorted to practically every 
device possible to evade the income | 
tax. Nevertheless for the five years 
he surrendered to Uncie Sam $2,288,-
